FOREWORD 

One  of  the  most  important  features  of  the  Panama-Pacific  International  Expo¬ 
tion  will  be  the  great  series  of  Congresses,  Conferences  and  Conventions  to 
isemble  in  San  Francisco  between  February  20th  and  December  4th,  1915. 

“The  wisdom  of  all  ages  is  none  too  great  for  the  world’s  work,’’  said  Presi- 
;nt  McKinley  in  his  famous  address  at  Buffalo  in  September,  1901.  This  single 
lient  sentence  epitomizes  the  plans  already  formulated  for  the  Congresses  to  be 
;ld  under  the  auspices  of  the  Exposition  in  1915.  As  the  material  exhibits  will 
iow  world  progress  on  all  lines,  so  will  the  Congresses  gather  together  the 
:perience  of  the  ages  in  education,  science,  art,  industry  and  social  service. 

The  President  and  Directors  of  the  Panama-Pacific  International  Exposition 
ive  from  the  first  recognized  the  desirability  of  providing  for  a  series  of  Con- 
esses  and  Conferences  that  would  exceed  in  scope  and  excel  in  character  anything 
sretofore  attempted,  and  that  would  stand  as  a  monument  long  after  the  material 
atures  of  the  Exposition  have  been  forgotten.  The  progress  already  made 
stifles  the  statement  that  this  hope  will  be  fully  realized. 

More  than  three  hundred  Congresses,  Conferences  and  Conventions  will  meet  in 
near  San  Francisco  during  the  Exposition  period.  Both  the  American  and  the 
ternational  Associations  are  evincing  the  keenest  interest  in  particpating  in  this 
eat  series  of  national  and  international  gatherings. 

With  the  Exposition  as  a  world  forum,  every  conceivable  line  of  human  thought 
11  have  representation.  Delegates  will  be  present  from  practically  all  civilized 
tions. 

For  the  acccommodation  of  these  many  gatherings,  the  Exposition  has  provided 
5  Exposition  Memorial  Auditorium  at  a  cost  of  more  than  one  million  dollars, 
stival  Hall  and  Congress  Hall  on  the  Exposition  grounds  will  also  be  at  their 
vice.  Both  the  University  of  California  and  the  Leland  Stanford  Junior  Uni- 
:sity  have  placed  all  available  hall  facilities  at  the  service  of  educational, 
entific  and  other  learned  bodies  meeting  in  California  in  1915. 

Among  the  many  meeting  places  available  for  the  use  of  Congresses  and 
nventions  holding  sessions  in  or  near  San  Francisco  in  1915  will  be  the  Municipal 
ditorium  now  in  process  of  erection  in  Oakland,  just  across  the  Bay  from  San 
stncisco.  With  the  completion  of  the  Exposition  Memorial  Auditorium  and  the 

Fland  Municipal  Auditorium  as  many  as  one  hundred  Congresses  and  Conven- 
s  could  be  accommodated  daily  in  San  Francisco  and  nearby  cities  in  1915.

The  Exposition  Memorial  Auditorium 

The  Exposition  Memorial  Auditorium  occupies  the  entire  block,  bounded  by 
ove,  Larkin,  Hayes  and  Polk  Streets,  forming  a  part  of  the  Civic  Center,  with 
;  City  Hall  and  other  monumental  public  buildings  grouped  around  an  impressive 
ja.  This  Civic  Center  group  is  located  at  a  central  point  in  the  City,  easily 
;essible  from  all  sections  and  directly  adjacent  to  Market  Street,  the  wide 
jroughfare  leading  to  the  gateways  of  the  City — the  ferry  and  steamship 
minals  on  the  water  front.  From  the  western  boundary  of  the  Civic  Center, 
;  Van  Ness  Avenue  Municipal  Street  Railway  leads  direct  to  the  amusement 
:tion  of  the  Exposition.  The  trip  from  the  Auditorium  to  the  Exposition  grounds 
street  railway  will  take  less  than  fifteen  minutes. 

The  Auditorium  is  being  erected  by  the  Exposition  for  the  special  use  of  the 
tigresses  and  Conventions  to  meet  in  San  Francisco  in  1915.  The  building  with 
lipment  will  cost  $1,250,000.  The  lot  on  which  the  Auditorium  is  being  built 
s  provided  by  the  City  at  an  additional  expense  of  $701,000.  Following  the 
se  of  the  Exposition  on  December  4th,  1915,  the  Auditorium  will  be  given  to 
!  City  of  San  Francisco  as  a  permanent  memorial  of  the  Exposition. 

The  Auditorium  has  eleven  halls,  each  with  a  seating  capacity  of  from  400  to 
000  people.  In  addition  to  the  eleven  halls  there  are  nineteen  rooms  suitable 
■  committee  meetings  or  meetings  of  small  convention  sections,  each  of  the 
Leteen  rooms  seating  from  30  to  125  people.  By  a  system  of  rolling  partitions 
s  four  large  halls  on  the  third  and  fourth  floors  may  be  converted  into  a 
ximum  of  fourteen  halls,  each  with  a  minimum  seating  capacity  of  250  people, 
th  the  rolling  partitions  in  use  it  would  be  possible  to  hold  in  the  Auditorium 
the  same  time  twenty-one  conventions,  each  with  an  attendance  of  from  250  to 
000,  and  nineteen  committee  or  section  meetings,  each  with  an  attendance  of 
m  30  to  125. 

The  building  has  an  exterior  appearance  expressing  its  purpose  and  suited  to 
position  in  this  group  of  important  public  buildings.  The  front  is  of  stone 
di  a  large  triple  entrance  feature  with  elaborate  carved  stone  decoration  and 
ornamental  marquise  over  the  entrance  doorways.  The  central  portion  of  the 
Llding  has  a  pyramidal  tile  roof  with  an  ornamental  lantern  at  the  apex.  Pro¬ 
ion  is  made  for  exterior  decorative  lighting,  particularly  in  the  main  arched 
;rance  feature  and  on  the  roof. 

The  building  is  four  stories  high,  the  central  portion  containing  a  large  audi- 
ium  extending  through  the  four  stories.  This  auditorium  has  a  main  floor 
)  x  190  feet  at  the  street  level.  Wide  corridors  surround  it  on  all  sides,  except 
the  rear  where  there  are  entrances  directly  to  the  street.  Above  the  main 
iitorium  floor  there  is  a  large  balcony  around  three  sides,  extending  over  the 
ridors  and  other  rooms  on  the  ground  floor.  There  are  ample  exits  from  the 
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balcony  to  the  corridors  at  the  different  floor  levels  and  fourteen  wide  stairways 
extend  from  these  corridors  to  the  main  floor,  besides  two  passenger  and  two 
freight  elevators,  which  run  the  whole  height  of  the  building;  in  addition,  two 
freight  elevators  run  from  the  main  auditorium  floor  to  the  basement. 

The  interior  wall  and  ceiling  surfaces  of  the  main  auditorium  are  treated  in 
in  architectural  and  decorative  manner,  the  ceiling  following  the  lines  of  the 
polygonal  roof  with  the  steel  trusses  exposed  to  view,  thus  adding  to  the  archi- 
:ectural  effect.  The  large  skylight  at  the  top  of  the  pyramidal  roof  furnishes 
ight  to  the  interior,  and  electric  lights  distributed  on  the  ceiling  and  walls  give 
;he  necessary  artificial  lighting. 

The  Auditorium  is  entered  through  large  vestibules  and  a  wide  corridor  forming 
in  entrance  foyer.  In  the  rear  of  the  Auditorium  opposite  the  entrance  there  is 
i  balcony,  and  adjacent  to  the  Auditorium  on  each  side  a  speaker’s  room  con¬ 
venient  to  the  side  corridors  with  entrances  from  the  street  and  stairways  to  the 

ipper  floors. 

The  seating  capacity  of  the  main  Auditorium  is  estimated  at  5,000  for  the 
ground  floor  and  5,000  in  the  balcony. 

In  addition  to  the  main  auditorium,  there  are  ten  halls  suitable  for  Congresses 
ind  Conventions.  On  the  first  floor  there  is  a  large  hall  on  each  side  of  the 
f.uditorium,  extending  through  two  stories,  and  treated  in  a  decorative  manner 
pith  beamed  ceilings  and  with  pilasters  on  the  walls.  These  two  halls,  each  56  by 
37  feet,  have  an  unobstructed  floor  area  like  the  large  auditorium  and  each  has 
jiine  entrances  or  exits  leading  directly  to  the  street,  with  nine  other  entrances  to 
,  wide  corridor  extending  from  front  to  rear  of  building  with  exits  and  entrances 
o  the  street  at  each  end.  In  front  of  each  hall  a  large  lobby  leads  to  the  wide 
orridor  or  foyer  extending  along  the  front  portion  of  the  building  and  directly 
pposite  the  lobby  are  main  entrances  to  the  building.  A  large  reception  room  is 
Dcated  adjacent  to  the  lobby  and  in  the  rear  of  each  hall  there  are  committee 
ooms  each  16  by  34  feet.  These  committee  rooms  on  the  first  floor  are  adjacent 
o  the  stairway  to  the  second  floor  where  there  are  two  other  committee  rooms. 
?hese  two  halls  on  the  first  floor  are  provided  with  moving  picture  operating 
ooms  fully  equipped  for  operating  moving  picture  machines  and  stereopticons, 
pith  provision  at  the  opposite  end  of  each  hall  for  screens  for  pictures. 

The  third  and  fourth  floors  have  each  two  large  halls  58  by  138  feet,  with  two 
ommittee  rooms  adjacent.  By  the  use  of  rolling  partitions,  each  of  the  two  large 
alls  on  the  third  floor  may  be  divided  into  two  smaller  halls,  seating  about  500 
nd  700,  respectively.  By  the  use  of  rolling  partitions  each  of  the  large  halls  on 
he  fourth  floor  may  be  changed  into  five  smaller  halls  each  seating  about  250 
eople.  The  two  large  halls  on  the  fourth  floor  are  lighted  by  skylights  in  addi- 
ion  to  the  window  lighting.  The  third  and  fourth  floors  have  also  two  halls  each

The  second  floor  provides  four  committee  rooms,  two  ladies’  reception  rooms  and  two  ^tinna 


U  by  64  feet  directly  connected  with  the  larger  halls  and  to  the  main  corridor, 
itairways,  etc.,  so  they  may  be  used  independently. 

The  basement  contains  a  kitchen  and  locker  rooms,  besides  large  storage  spaces, 
avatories  for  men  and  women,  and  other  conveniences.  There  are  lavatories  for 
>oth  men  and  women  on  all  the  floors  above  the  basement,  and  on  the  second 
loor  there  are  large  reception  rooms,  retiring  rooms,  etc.,  for  women.  Ten  checking 
paces  on  the  first  floor  and  sixteen  on  the  second  floor,  equipped  with  counters, 

Iacks,  etc.,  give  ample  facilities  for  checking  purposes. 

All  of  the  rooms  in  the  building  are  well  lighted  by  electricity.  Provision  is 
lade  for  intercommunicating  telephone  service,  call  bells,  etc.  Heating  and  ven- 
ilation  are  supplied  by  fans  in  the  basement  furnishing  fresh  warm  air  to  all  the 
ooms  in  the  most  approved  manner,  the  fresh  air  taking  the  place  of  the  air 
emoved  from  the  rooms  by  exhaust  fans  on  the  roof.

The  main  auditorium  of  Festival  Hall  located  on  the  Exposition  grounds  has  a  seating  capacity  of  3,000.  Other  halls

The  principal  hall,  called  the  arena,  will  seat  10,000  persons.  Other  halls 
will  seat  600,  750  and  2,700.  The  building,  which  is  198  by  400  feet,  will  cost 
complete  about  one  million  dollars. 


Leland  Stanford  Junior  University,  30  miles  south  of  San  Francisco,  can  he  reached  in  one  hour.  Lecture  and  assembly 
rooms  seating  from  50  to  1,800  people  are  available  for  the  1915  sessions  of  learned  societies  meeting  in  California.
